In the cmly morning of Friday, 
September 7th, Frederick Knox 

passed away 

He bad been fighting death for 
nine days, in a brave, oheerfui and 
uncomplaining .spirit. The injury 
he received from a fall from a step- 
ladder, while putting up a cornice 
in the iia.Hi room <>f Ids brother's 
house, proved, as had been feared, 
a rupture <>f the spinal eord. The 
most eminent physioians of Brook- 
lyn had been called In, Hit each <>f 
them held out no hope for reoov 
ery. The only possible hope was 
that a blood clot was the cause of 
the paralysis of the lower half of 
his body. Bui as the Injury to the 
vertebras was ou the inside of the 
spinal column, the doctors all agreed 
that an operation would he surely 
fatal, Had he survived, he would 
have been a helpless paralytic for 
the remainder of Ids life, so death 
was a merciful release. 

The funeral occurred at liis bro- 
ther's home, 670 Bedford Avenue, 
on the evening of Saturday, Sep* 
tember silt. 

Repeated efforts had been made 
to roach Row Dr. .lohn Chamber 
lain, by phone, telegram and letter, 

hut all failed The Reverend DOC 
tor was on his way to Vermont for 

his annual vacation. The officiat-

Ann's Church is iihciI wholly for 
the deaf unites. 

The new building will occupy a 

plot of ground about forty live feel 
along the street front and twenty* 
five feet iii depth. It, « ill be three 

stories in height, with a basement, 
anil will lie used lor the social, re- 
ligiOUS and industrial Deedfl of the 
deaf-mules of New York. The 

amount required tor " The Q-allas 
del Memorial Parish Building" will 
he about 180,000, and the bsliding 

itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a compicuous monument 
lo him whose life was devoted lo I he 
sileiil j pies. They themselves 

heartily endorse the memorial.
